The TV Comic Troughton Years 



When llic second Doctor's strips first appeared in I V Comic in issue 7S4. ihe Intrant was exactly 
as il had been for the final 4 months of Ihe first Doctor's strips ■ two black and while pages on pages one 
and two. and ilk- new Doetoi didn't even gel a mcniionon Ihe cover. 
However, the conclusion of Ihe Dnlek Chronicles slrip in rival L.K. weekly TV Century 21' allowed major changes 
lobe made. In The DaleLs .-trip in I V Ceistor\ 21 issue 1 04 die Daleks finally linJ ihe location of Earth - 
which leads into the television story 'The Dalck Invasion Of Earth'. 
lAhhoagh [hi-, had already been on television o\er two yenrs before by this point in lime.) 




TV21 #104 was dated I4lli January 2067 ( 1967 really), and one week later 
in TV Comic #7SK 'Doctor Who and the Djlcks' blasted ihcir way on to the cover. 




For 21 weeks 'Docior Who And The Di.leks' vva^lhc :iile of the now ikee paged snip, (die colour cover and pages vine 
and two in b-hv) even though sonic sloiics Icarnicd nc- Dalcks ,:l a'.l. L'nloiioii.ilclv lln.. did mil lusl as Tcr:v Nation's 
attempt at bringing ;i [lack lelcv ision ienes abuni in ihe I .S. bronchi :ln- joint iiile so .in abtupi h.di with issue 80S. 
Issue 809 was simply titled 'Doctor Who' again, and with issue s:(i the Doctor was ousted by 'Ken Dodd's Diddymen' 
Strip and relegated to the black and white hack inner pages of 14 and I?. Tie Doctor did however 
manage If he pari olTIk biaincr id issue S .1). although n uxrd he said ;:w( I'.c luoki rcalh cheesed off 




For fourteen weeks ihe Do.ioi eooiinaed in black and while, ihen v\ ill issue H24 - due to the inclusion of the Cybcrmcn, the 
'Orlando' strip was mad,' in do ;i scap vuh the ilr. Who' strip and liic Doctor gels lae ail I colour cetare page spread treatment! 
The Doctor also appears agiiin in die cover banr.er. and h..: look, much happier with himsclfl

The Coming Of The Cybemien 



Sometimes refered loas 'Return of die ( vbennoii". Numerous tarlv Dr. W ho TV Comic strips had noon-page or 
next week' litie so many were made up bv Jeremy Heiuli.im for Ihe .inieles 0:1 ihem w hic:i hewn in Dr Who Maga/inc 
issue 62, dated March 1982. A lot of life were revised with Jean-Mure l.officier's 'The Terrestrial Index' when 
published in September 1991. and Ibis was one. Presumably nidi thi; heme ihe Cybcrmen's first appearance in the 
Strip, 'Coming was thought a more' appropriate word rjther than 'Return'. 




With the Daleks mi weed Irani the strip title, the TV Comic Doctor was relegated to a black and while page 
nowhere for 14 weeks, bridging three and a half siorics. Then wiih issue K24 he's back in the big time with the 
full colour centre spread - and why.' - beeansi. he brings with him ihe iio\t iesi :hiny to ihe Daleks, the Cybermen! 



824 - The issue daied 30th September. 1967 coincided with the airing of the fitt) episode of Tne Abominable 
Snowman.' only one week alter the Cyber shenanigans in [lie Tomb.. I wonder how many of the 
target readership coi.lJ recall the original appearance ofthe Vlondas neanics as represented here? 

It is presumed that the artist. John Cunning, was only given reference pictures of Cybermen from The 10th Planet. 
Although with 'The Mooubase' and especially Tomb Of The Cybermen' having been publicised in places such as the 
Radio Times, you would think that there would be plenty of pictures to pass along. Accurate Cybermats appear in 
the second Cyber strip, so there is the possibility thai John decided th.it his caricature slv Ic of work suited the 
original Cyhermen better? 

Panel 4 shows the interior of the vessel lobe oddly reminiscent of the Dalek capsule from 'Power ofthe Daleks' - 
the large circular supports in the nose cone section of ihe ship. Though design never really proved a problem 
for these villains, even between their Moon base redesign and Tomb there were subtle differences 
'lite same can be said in lias strip for ihe Mondasian design. 




In Panel 7 we see a single minded troop of Cybermen marching back to ihe ship (rift sheets of metal. 
The reader is leR lo presume that they have either mined and retired then elsewhere on the planet, stolen il 
from other downed vessel or serin .eel along In Cyber IIHY. In the same panel it's levelled that John and Gillian 
know of the [hem and how dangerous they are. Is this a missing adventure or has the Doctor been telling 
them porkies about his regeneration? 
If so. eoi.ld ibis e\p:;;in :iie oiidaiidish siatocieni i: 1 pane l\ "!)h. no 1 ... :he ericni) I mosi fear... Cybcmicn!" 
Perhaps he's equaling their appearance with regenerative trauma. Or is j List a blind because the rotten devils 
were about to pull a 'Master' on Ihe comic si rip and become Ihe reclining villain for a month or two? 

It is also in this panel that we sec the lit..: design change from the Tenth Planet model. 
The lamp on their heads is used lor precisely dial purpose, ihe cyber leariei ill. miniating ihe interior cdThe wrecked ship. 




The speech balloon lays oul ihe pattern for Cyber talk in ihe TV Comic world with apparently random words hyphenated. 
This .s moi,- icmimsccnt of ::ie pus;-Moou:\isc Pctei Hawkins '.oicc syiilhesisoi approach ember than 
the Tenth Planel lilt of Roy Skelton. 

Panel 9 and the cybermen arc seen using handheld torches for cutting the hull. Obviously the waist mounted 
cannons aren't precise enough for this type of work, F.uually tins panel sets up their ruthlessness by 
killing ihe pilot responsible (or Ihe crash. ( liver, that the 3 television stories aired so far centred around 
Ihe creatures drrve to obtain resources tins would seem to be an odd step for them. Unless of course, 
the body is being stored for spare parts... 

i I alkiug of w hieli and cuter ng dubious ei uooicily - the Hie I irisb audio Sparc h.rs e.spla n. die lull eon version 

process as a means to exist on the barren surface of Morulas. Witnessed in "Ihe Mooubase' the Cybermen 
can walk across Ihe airless surface of the moon -so just why doihey need to pressurise Ihe hull of the ship at all?) 

I he clilihaileer. in Ivpical scllish iiumau fashion slio'i-. ! hlhan ico ideriug about their o'.i n ■irobleuis as if atnone eared. 

The Doctor has spe m seer;;! siories now lea 1 , ing them behind ai Ihe earliest opportunity to go ge; involved in things himself 
It also poinls out thai, like his onscreen counterpart companions, he hash: misled them with a TARDIS key. 
Even Susan had one of those, once more questioning pisi whti rchiiioiKhip die Doctor really had with these kids. 
Perhaps there is more of an explanation of ihis to come... 

S25 opens widi a reprise panel and ,i careful y worded reminder bo\ - at ro point so tar has die ship been ideatiiied as 
being a Cyber vessel, pos-nhly imply ing tiiat i: h; ii been hijacked by them? 
I Ins might explain why the hull needed repairing at all. 

The devastating Cybcibotnb appeals on the scene - a populai deuce of the Suwnrd era Cybermen 
but yet to make an onscreen appearance. 

Thev plan an abet assaidi on l.arth and are .-ending scotii emit to wateh for I artb ve-sels. Could Iv nan ol the 
Cyherwaisas meiilioned in 'Tomb..' and 'Revenge oiThe Cybermen"' these Cvhcrmeu here certainly would seem to be 
as emotionless as ihe Revenge Cyberleadcr... 

The shell Iccrafls are a different design lo the outei snip, peihaps these are tne real cyber vessels? 

I he v.aisl iTioumed e.iiir.oit- are cirpluvcd a: ihe elilfianger . which :n;.kc> me wonder nisi w In t ie evherhomh is 
siispeided in ihe hold. Normally dial'- ,i v isii.d siioricti: lo suggosi die dev iee is sensiLvo lo movement So why open fire 
in the hold al all'.' Wouldn't they risk damaging the cables, especially as the Doctor is clambering overtoil 

Xlb... Oh look now Ihcy worry! Despite being a little busier Ihe ships control cabin doe* resemble the Mooubase era - 
minus the link to the Cybercoiiirollci. These Cvlvrmcn fail lo- recognise die Doetoi as anvihu'g other than an 
Earlhman and despite lheii in plied ruihlc^ness they 'ail lo open lire on theirown kind - 
maybe they are concerned about resources after all. 

From an an point of view ihe move lo colour has allowed an added depth of atmosphere Much of the Cyber ship 
is 'lit' in cool blues wi:h only Ihe Docior's adrenaline rush in panel 2 eschew ing Lie si.tncarii background 
for a parole wash-. I he final ilnee ilanle ill panels are superb. 




!\. ; - VV ith Lie eotaniown tiei. ng fie dnnria is taieped up lo: die Doeior'. Caring cseaoe. Kaek to aciioii hero slants 
for Ihe title character but at least he's not pulling a gun on them. Normally a: llns point I'd refer to ihe casual violence 
of the TV Comic Doctor. Bm in the shadow of the .mseteeil ( vher stones tin-, adventure seems a hide more m keeping. 
Allhtlugh the foamy assault on the guard here comes straight from 'Tomb of the Cybermen' episode 4 
(only a month prev ;ous to this episode! al .east onscreen r: wasn't the Doctor behind Ihe assault. 




However selling Ihe homh to destroy the Cybc-vessel pales in comparison with allowing Mondas 
to explode, or with forcing die Cyher-amiy to float off into space. 

The concealed gu:t turrets ofilieship may provide an answer to just why the Cyhe'ineri felt the need lo kill their pilot 
and patch up Ihe nose cone - If this is a hijacked Rarth vessel and if they are intending to sneak into the 
solarsyslemlpredienngihe tactics of Wheel In Space) then die hole m the side would be a dead giveaway. 

Another moment af'froughton charm is that die Doctor attributes his escape to luck raiherthati judgement. 
■\iiii re.miled will" Jolt : and i rdlaai he leels the need lo explain his adventure c. ett i: he .cave-- .xii blowing litem op. 

Regarding Ihe Key lo the TARDIS. this iir.al panel also raises a,ues:ions in relation to the cliillianger of S24. 
The children have creeled a Ten! and camp lire on i he inhospitable surface of Minot. 
Where did they gel it'.' I're-umahlv from lire I AUDIS. lint if ihev can gel into ihe ship wh\ worry about Ihe key? 
Could il be that Gillian'-, •peeeh is mote esacl lhan it appears? 
In 824 she says 'without the Doctor and his key we can't operate the TARDIS!' 
Does this mean due the key itself is a vital part of the TARDIS sysicirs.' Without it docs ihe ship fadeaway 
as implied in New Who (specifically 'Parting of the Ways' and "turn heft'), li'solhen is iheremore significance to 
the 8th Doctor'-, spare kc\ concealed above Ihe T' liom die TV movie? 

Returning lo New Who the significance of the Key is made plain in 'The Sound of Drums' where ihey 
become explicitly part of the TARDIS... but TV Comic was there first!

politicians and the military, riven if ho is treatns ii as .1 game, ihi' 111 lis: have hail ,pii:e an impact on his lifestyle, 
he is friendly with pubiica! figures of amho'iiv an, I happ\ to s:aiiil alongside mil.iarv fofces - ilk' comic hook Doctor 
would still be comfortable in this realm well into the Fourth Doctor's adventures. 

This particular American officer is a pien;. ruin sir; iho.ieh. 1 le refers in ihe Doctor as a 'strange chap' and later the enemy 
as 'fore i liners' ■ all a hit RAt for a yank. 

His Universe Driving License is an interesting artefact. Later Due tins would cany ere at swathes of ID. including the 
Fourth Doctor's ow n pile;- license in 'Robot' a:nl :hc saing of calling cards Tie Sixth Doctor unveils in 'The Two Doctors'. 

All of this wui ;>:' course Miricrsidcd bv [he [\vcl tc i'aper ,i:"lhc new vans - ha: given ihe oddh acicpaag i Uliier. 
maybe dial's whai 11 being employed here? 

The Military seem unconcerned bv John ;.nd Gillian, but once again so does the Doctor. 
Rather than spend an episode investigating ihe mechanical workings of the aircraft [something even Thuuderbirds cover 

in a similar TV story 'Edge of Impact'! The Doctor jast gets in ihe plane and makes off.. 
Troughton is often cileil for his childish enthusiasm - hut he was also eslromely cautious onscreen. In 'Evil of the Dalcks'. 
'Tomb of the C yhcnucii' anil 'The Ahomniahle Snowmen' a. I of iviucb had rcconllv aired die I Miner lakes a couple of 
episodes before becoming aivohed in the action. 

fhe deserl in ihis strip may have been purposely set as a contrast 10 the chilly elima\ of Ihe Abominable 
Snowman' and The Ice Warriors' which both run on TV through this story's publication. 

829 -The plane crashes as all ihe others have, but with ihe 'faithful rockeipaek' the Doctor manages to escape. 
Somehow fins seem.-, la he a great :uTp lo ihe Amenc.ui olTcci who drives 0111 lo rclrtcve lii:ii As.de from destrocing 
yet another very expensive test plane I'm no; sure myself whai it is the Uocior has actually done. 




Abandoning the children once more he takes his magnetic detector oul into the desert. The text implies that the planes are 
being drawn down to Ihe ground by the magnetism lie discovers. If ihe force is ureal enough to bring down a plane then why 
isn't his machine or even his braces allracled lo it as well? 
If it's a type of magnetism thai would only affect ihe dearies in ihe* craft lhen why don't the ejector seats work? 
And why isn't the base -apparently in walking dis;anee- being affected a- well':' 

A-Ha! Villains, foreign deal.-, ihreulcmng ihe Axis pow ers from a aidrlcn ba.se below the desert... sounds a bit more 
James Bond than usual -but only K weeks from this iss.ie's publication the Onscreen adventures 
would turn to 'The Enemy of the World'. 

Sell - Oh. now ihal chap iiuisl he a villain, goalee heard and predominant!;, featured in right hand profile 1 lie's .uaiglii 
out of the eaekiing supervillan huidheok He even 'explains' ihe plan lo die Doctor as pretence foi having him killed. 
Except he doesn't, He tells the Doctor things the audience cnuld have surmised from the firs: iwo episodes. We have no real 

idea who he is 01 why kes sabotaging ihe lest iligh:> - other dam because he can. The Docloi even has lo refer 10 litem 
as 'the enemy' for want of a hetler phrasing. It's a traditional episode three mostly involving running away now that the plot 
has been explained hilereslme ll:al ihe s.arp.s seem :o follow tin- fomuila. while the onscreen counterparts are 111 the 
middle of a run of 6 part talcs. 

8.11 - In true mad form the chief enemy is left lo .oil am Ihe incoming plane He realises it's a different type but doesn't 
care and seals his Tate anyway. Ai least the death plane is described as radio controlled so no more 'friendly' lives will be lost. 

John is worried lor ihe Doctor's hie but not as panicky as last time - perhaps living in Mi's America would be a blessing 
for him. Certainly better than Minot. 

Once more the Doctor survives ihe huge explosion he's engineered by lock rather :hau judgement, even name 
checking about the conservation of the rocket pack fuel that he requires in his escape. The internal logic of ihe tale 
makes sense, even ifil lunges on coincidence for some of its more dramalic moments.

In Tomb..' the place was supposed lo lie .sealed and lifeless bill ihis planel seems quite the opposite... 




Professor Gnat, irue to form (milU himself some Cvbemicn. Unlike the doom saver 
Doctor's prediction they capture him rather than destroy him. Could it be that the strip 
is about to launch into an allegory eoulrasimg l ie wav ihe professor captures and 
examines bullerllies wilh lac eybenueu's examination oflhe professor? 

Arc they going lo cybemise the confused old gentleman to swell their ranks? 

Dues ihc placet have a wealth of undiscovered mineral resources ihe Cybermen 
require loa) survive b) conquer liarili c) finally yet ilkisc siuc/v bodies all thebesl 
dressed Cybermen are wearing this year? 



Interestingly ihis lime round liic Cyhermcu's hands are panned silver a- '.v:i':i die test ohheir bodies. In 'Coming of ihe 
Cybermen' they were still a pink humanokl hand in line wilh the Tenia Planet' image. Once more they are also depicted 
as the silver gianls of llieii kilcr i ilia mat ions.

Throughout Iheir Onscreen 
hie ihe I 'ybermen \T pre\ ;o incrcasi-iely unlikely v.c.ikue^ev pe tups ihe lowers have a sinrlar chemical siriictiiie 
(0 Gold in their pollen and ils is suffocalng iheuieial mouslers in ihe same way? 

Once again Ihe Cybermen are carrying ray guns a>nic from iheir waist mounted cannons. Interestingly the shot in 
panel 10 as the guard throws his aim i:i the air r-exeals ilia; it :s sirikingb s.milar to the one being icsud on the tiring range 

in Tomb of the Cybermen'. Perhaps ihesc weapons hi;ve a sun selling if tlicy only intend to imprison visitors to 
the planel. But whnl drew ihem here in ihc liisi plaie ihough'.' A verdant p'.iuci wilh Horn mmiieal lo Cvber life? It's like 
selling up an oulposl on Voga. icking lor iroublc really wasn't il. 




The clifflianger hinges on die Doctor's assumption thai [here arc lots of Cybermen in the base. This would seem 
a little al odds wilh CUiet taeiies so far. Normally we oub see . : lo S unless a full scale assault is underway as 
in 'The Moimbase'. Maybe lie knows something we don't. 

834 ■ The daring rescue opens wilh a surprise (rap attack hvm some handy Iketi 'Storage' tins. 

Then having sneaked round ihe (such a'.so dangerous lo any unwary Cyrvriblki deadly beams, the Docior 
completely loses grip on his senses and hugs die guard Perhaps he planned lo yank a feed lube loose as with the 
foamy fate of Ihe shu.ile gumd in 'Coming Uf The Cybermen' - bin it's not umil the Cybcrman demonstrates its 
crushing ability thai he remembers the [lowers are a weapon containing a devastating hayfever. 

And the cliffhanger reveals Professor Gnai to be a self absorbed buffoon wliodoesn'l really deserve rescuing. I'm really 
unsure as to why the Doctor is bothering. 

S35 - Still no clues as to why (he Cybermen are on this planet, hut ihe Cyber Controller has developed a gas nask - 
independent oflhe assati'l by ihe T-MiDIS crew - so they are aware of [he problem and intend lo slay on ihc planel 
for Ihe foreseeable-. Il's only the Doelor's arrogance dial makes him assume thai die masks were developed as a result 
of his assault on the compound. Worth noting here thai ihe musk is worn over ihe 'moiiih' of the Cyberman while 
onscreen clogging of Iheir. syslems by gold is achieved dirough die chesi plaie. I can hypothesise thai some TV 
beaidi and safelv stricture agamsl eupvmg ihe aeiions a: ihe p.avgrointu max :!,ne been responsible diere.
